DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Karasawa US 5,196,928 discloses "an image pickup system for capturing the 
image of a subject" (Karasawa: figure 1), "an image pickup element with one image- 
capture surface constructed with scanning lines and driven by a pickup drive signal, 
wherein each of the scanning lines comprise a first number of pixels" (Karasawa: 
Column 3, Lines 38-42), "a drive circuit for generating and output the drive signal 
comprising a first frequency" (Karasawa: Column 3, Lines 47-65), " a line memory 
which can store one line of signals read from pickup element" (Karasawa: Column 3, 
Lines 47-65), "performing video signal processing on the signals stored in the line 
memory" (Karasawa: Column 3, lines 35-47; column 4, lines 29-47), and "a writing 
signal for writing to the line memory" (Karasawa: column 3, lines 45-51). However, 
Karasawa fails to disclose reading a signal with a second frequency which is higher 
than the first frequency and the frequency dividing circuit as claimed. Karasawa further 
fails to disclose the contents of the endoscope as claimed. A further search was 
conducted which failed to yield any prior art. Therefore, the prior art fails to teach or 
render obvious these limitations taken within the others in the claim.
